He spoke of the painful period 
of trial and disillusionment 
‘‘since the victory of 1945.’ He 
then laid down his guiding for- 


eign poliey principle—the free 


world. cannot leave forever to 
the aggressor the choice of time 
and place and Means to ‘‘cause 
the greatest hurt to us at least 
cost to himself.”’ 

This, while it is more or less 
lost sight of in the more dra- 
matic announcement concerning 
Formosa and the Seventh Fleet, 
nonetheless is the real reason for 
the decision to remove it from 
the duty to neutralize attack by 
Chinese Nationalists from For- 
mosa. . 

We can expect more develop- 
ments—factual and psychologi- 
cal—along this line. 

Here is the thinking: 

The Russians know we have 
“never been a nation to attack 
without formal declaration of war. 

Therefore, they could hurried- 
ly stockpile their atomic wea- 
pons, and meanwhile carry on 

aggression by political means 
and by war—when they could 
use other troops—such as their 
Communist troops against the 
Americans and United Nations 
in Korea, against the French in 
Indochina, and the British in 
Malaya. All these latter areas 
have seen bloody fighting and 
misery matching, in degree, 
that of Korea. 

_ They could, at the same time, 
by. using political parties in Eu- 
ropean nations, more particular- 
ly in France and Italy, continue 
‘harassment of government there. 
In the miserable, chaotic, hun- 
gry Middle East they continued 
agitation, dipping freely into the 

turmoil in Iran, Egypt, India 

and Pakistan.

They could call the tune—be- 
eause they knew the United 
States would not begin a war— 
and the world dance to it. 

General Eisenhower and his 
staff are determined to change 
this. The beginning has been 
made. 

There will be other moves. 

We may expect, with some 
eonfidence, that within a reason- 
able time after the State De- 
partment delegation now abroad 
has returned home, an official 
notice to the Kremlin, an ulti- 
matum wrapped in the form of a 
polite note, that if she makes 
certain moves of aggression, the 
United States will regard it as a 
hostile act. 

That will mean, if successful, 
as it well may be, the war of 
nerves will have a change in 
emphasis. The Russians will not 
be so sure and will not move 
with such assurance as before. 

That is the Eisenhower hope— 
to change the climate, to shift 
the tension, to alter the psychol-

The first Republican president

President Dwight D. Eisenhower's: “ ; 
first State of the Union message to-# 


joint session of Congress will please the 
American people. It should satisfy 
also all the citizens of the free world 
who desire to remain free. In its reaf- 
firmation of America’s intention to con- 
tinue leadership in the cold war against 
Communist aggression it serves as a re- 
assurance to all free peoples and as a 
warning to the Kremlin. 

In the field of foreign policy the 
President did not propose isolation. 
Quite the contrary. Backed by Amer- 
ica’s growing strength and that of her 
allies, he ealled for a positive program 
that will return the offensive to the 
forces resisting aggression. Although 
no*specific measures wére proposed to 
this end, with the exception of lifting 
the bars against Chiang Kai-shek’s at- 
tacks, from Formosa on the Chinese 
mainland, the President: left no doubt 
that these measures would be forth- 
coming to make the cold war more 
costly to our enemies. 

There was reassurance to our allies, 
too, that the new administration will 
not foster isolation in the field of trade. 
President Eisenhower called for a real- 
istic approach to trade problems, .for 
mutual co-operation among all nations 
to ease economic tensions, and for a re- 
newal of reciprocal trade agreements 
that have been a major concern,of our 
allies in the transition of administra- 
tions. It was obvious h 
his treatment of the farm problem, that 
he will push for an increase in foreign 
trade. 

The President’s foreign policy goals 
~ gre laudable and workable. They will 
have support from the Congress and 
from the American people. 

* . * 

On the domestic front, the Prési- 
dent asked for no drastic changes. He 
called for a strengthening of the pro- 
grams that have. become an accepted 
part of the American governmental 
setup and promised an efficient and 
economical administration of those 
programs. 

There will be approval for his indi- 
rect attack on McCarthyism in ‘his 
pledge to.clean out subversives and dis- 
loyal employees, from the executive 
branch. He hit at tactics through 
which “one branch must police an- 
other,” an obvious reference to the 
growing number of congressional “in- 
vestigations” of the eaqruuye depart- 
ment. 

The President called ‘for. revision of 
the Taft-Hartley Act, something which 
even its authors agree is necessary. He 
asked for re-examination and revision 
of the McCarran-Walter immigration 
law, a measure that is manifestly unjust 
and un-American. This, too, slaps at 
McCarthy and his group. 

He pledged to farmers that there 
would be no change in the present 
parity formula for farm eommodities, 
a formula that remains in effect for at 
least two years more. In the mean- 
time, he‘called for a commission com- 
posed of farmers and all interested par- 
ties to make an exhaustive study of the 
agricultural program to determine 
what course to follow at the end of 
that period. This policy will soothe 
farmers, who had feared formula re- 
vision. 

On controls, price-wage-rent, his 
position is in line with public opinion. 
He favors abolishing direct controls in 


favor of indirect restrictions through 


the monetary and credit systems but 
leaves the way open for reimposing 
controls should. it be necessary. He 
warned of premature tax cuts before 
the budget is balanced. 

President Eisenhower’s program as 
outlined in his message is one with 
which the majority of United States’ 
citizens can agree. It was sound and 
forthright. We predict that as it: is 
translated into specific legislation ” it 
will have the support; not only of the 
people, but the Congress as well.

Bright Students Get 
A Break at Brown 


College education, its first two years 
slumbering in the routine of planned 
curriculum and regular lectures, has 
been given a new twist by Brown Uni- 
versity. It is one that could prove 
extremely effective in. rendering the 
process of higher learning more attrac- 
tive to the nation’s brighter students. 

Under President Heriry M. Wriston’s 
direction, Brown’s plan will enable vol- 
unteers from the top half of the fresh- 
man and sophomore classes to spend 
their time tracking down ideas in the 
great classics and the best scholarly 
commentaries instead of attending regu- 
lar lectures and reading assigned pas- 
sages from the usual textbooks. 

President Wriston says there has 
been “an underestimation of the capac- 
ity of students,’ Many will agree with 
Mr. Wriston’s reasoning, for the Ameri- 
can educational process long has been 
geared primarily to fit the demands of 
the “average” student, resulting in neg- 
lect of brighter students’ capacities and 
in some instances failure to recognize 
potentialities for learning in the medi- 
ocre student. 

Brown’s innovation is followirig 
along lines suggested by three prepara- 
tery teachers and three university pro- 
fessors whose recently conducted sur- 
vey contains recommendations for co- 
ordinating the last two years of high 
school and the first two of college, in- 
cluding elimination of duplicating basic 
subjects, encouragement to the student 
to proceed at his own ‘speed, ‘and a 
seven-year program to allow the best 
students to finish secondary school and 
college a year earlier. 

In a time when this country has an 
obvious need for intelligent leadership, 
Brown University and its far-sighted 
president are to be commended for their 
unorthodox venture into higher learning.

Nationalists and to permit them to raid the 
coast of Communist China is in a sense a 
belated reprisal against the intervention of 
the Communist Chinese troops in the: Ko- 
rean War but it never would have been 
sanctioned unless President Eisenhower had 
been convinced by Admiral Radford and 
General Chase, head of the American mili- 
tary mission on Formosa, that the Nation- 
alists could defend Formosa. 


Notice has been served moreover on 
Moscow: that the Eisenhower administra- 
tion, continuing to recognize the govern- 
ment of Chiang Kai-shek on Formosa as 
the legitimate government of China, may 
decide to honor requests for assistance 
which such a government may make in ac- 
cordance with international custom. 

These changes from the Truman-Ache- 
son policy of stagnafion to an affirmative 
policy of action clearly signify that Russia 
will have to do the guessing from now 
on—and that pressure of one kind or an- 
other to compel Moscow to ease world ‘ten- 
sion will be unremitting and Yhis doesn’t 
involve any attacks on Russia “proper or 
the declaration of large-scale hostilities 
such as would be involved in another world 
war. It certainly does not mean any Amer- 
ican forces will be sent to China proper. 


Congress will go along with the new 
policies enthusiastically. Indeed an inquiry 
to determine just why President Truman 
stopped General MacArthur from destroy- 
ing the bridges across the Yalu River, thus 
permitting the Chinese armies in Novem- 
ber, 1950, to pour across into Korea now 
will be urged.

Mt. Vernon, N. Y.—In view of the wild 
eharges that the outgoing Democratic ad- 
ministration was too soft on the Commu- 
nists, it is significant that the recent con» 
second-string Communist 
leaders was initiated and carried through 
by the’ Department of Justice under Presi4 
dent Truman’s administration, as was the 
case of 11 top Communist leaders con 
victed some time ago. Altogether, 87 Com- 
munist leaders have been indicted since 


1947, all under the Smith Act. (Incidentally, 


the Smith Act was passed before Senator 
McCarthy, self-styled defender of the gov- 
ernment from Communists, “was in the 
Senate.) 


It is not easy to prove in each case that 
the defendants conspired to teach and advo- 
cate the overthrow of the United States 
government by force. Hence the govern- 
ment has proceeded only against the lead- 
ers, since not all of the rank and file mem- 
bers may have been admitted to the in- 
ner core devoted to the overthrow of the 
government. : 

The Communists are, if not traitors now, 
potential traitors, for they would serve’ 
Russia’s interests as they always have, 
even if we were at war with Russia. Lib- 
eral organizations like Americans for Demo- 
cratic Action and the National Association 
for. the Advancement of Colored. People 
have pointed this out, and have on that ac- 
count undertaken to exclude Communists 
from their membership, just as the AFL 
and CIO have kicked out Communist-con- 
trolled unions.

Fair Trade Act 


Demands Attention 


Attention was again drawn to the Mc- 
Guire Fair Trade Act, and what Congress 
plans to do ;about it, when the fair traders 
won. an important first round in New Or- 
leans Federal District Court. 

In the first important test case of the 
law, the court issued a permanent injunc- 
tion against Schwegmann Brothers Super- 
markets from cutting prices on Lilly & Co. 
drugs. John Schwegmann Jr., president 
of the supermarket, is the man_ who 
knocked the props from under the old fair 
trade setup by challenging it in the courts 
and finally winning his case in the Supreme 
Court. The Supreme Court’s ruling resulted 
in Congress ‘passing a law, the McGuire 
Act, 
a fair trade law (there are 45 of them, in- 
cluding Alabama) manufacturers may fix 
minimum prices for their goods which mer- 
chants must.abide by. In other words, 
the act puts the government in the absurd 
position of enforcing, by federal court in- 
juntions, high prices while attempting by 
other measures to keep prices down. 

If price control is unneeded now and a 
continuation of it is “socialistic,’”’ as: many 
manufacturers claim, even more socialistic 
is a federal law which holds prices up. 
Congress should act to remove the gov- 
ernment from the improper business of en- 
forcing artificially high prices. In normal 
times, competi tion, supply and demand and 
other economic factors should determine 
minimum as wéll as maximum prices. .

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2—#— 
Following is the text of President 
Eisenhower’s State of the Union 
message:

CLEAR FOREIGN POLICY : 
(1) Our foreign policy must be 
clear, consistent and confident. | 
This means that it must be the) 
product of genuine, continuous co-) 
operation between the executive 
and the legislative branches of 
this government. It must be de-' 
veloped and. directed in the spirit 
of true bipartisanship. And I as- 
sure you members of Congress I 
mean that fully, earnestly and sin- 
cerely. : 
(2). The policy we embrace 
must be a coherent global policy. 
The freedom we cherish and de- 
fend in Europe and in the Amer- 
{eas is no different from the free- 
dom that is imperilled in Asia. 
. (3). Our peclicy, dedicated to 
making the free world secure, 
will envision all peaceful meth- 
ods and devices—except breaking 
faith with our friends. We shall 
never acquiesce in the enslave- 
ment of any people in order to 
purchase fancied gain for our- 
selves. I shall ask the Congress 
at a later date to join in an ap- 
propriate resolution making clear 
that this government recognizes 
no kind of commitment contained 
in secret understandings of the 
past with foreign governments 
which permit this kind of enslave- 
ment. 


CAN’T STAND ALONE 

(4) The policy we pursue will 
recognize the truth that no single 
country, even one so powerful as 
ours, can alone defend the liberty 


of ajl nations threatened by Com- 
munist aggression from without cr 
subversion within. Mutual security 
means effective mutual co-opera- 
tion. For the United States, this 
means that, as a matter of com- 
mon sense and national interest, 
we shall give help to other na-' 
tions in the measure that they 
strive earnestly to do their full 
share of the common task. No 
wealth of aid could compensate 
for poverty of spirit. The heart 
of every free nation must be hon- 
estly dedicated to the preserving 
of its own independence and se- 
curity. 

(5). Our policy will be designed 
to foster the advent of practical 
unity in Western Europe. The 
nations of that region have con- 
tributed notably to the effort of 
sustaining the security of the free 
world. From the jungles of Indo- 
china and Malaya to the north- 
ern shores of Europe, they have 
vastly improved their defensive 
strength. Where called upon to 
do so, they have made costly and 
bitter sacrifices to hold the line 
of freedom.

This war is, for Americans, the 
most painful phase of Communist 
aggression throughout the world.

Accordingly, 
the new Secretary of Defense 
and his civilian and military asso- 
ciates will, in the future, recom- 
mend such*changes in present 
laws affecting our defense activi- 
ties as may be necessary to 
clarify responsibilities and im- 
prove the total effectiveness of 
our defense effort. 

This effort must always con- 


form to policies laid down in the 
National Security. Council. 


TO ASSIST PRESIDENT 


The statutory function of the Na- 
tion Security Council is to assist 
the President in the formulation 
and co-ordination of significant do- 
mestic, foreign, and military poli- 
cies required for the security cf 
the nation. In these days of tension,

body have the vitality to perform 
effectively its statutory role I pro- 
pose to see that it does so.

Because the building of a com- 
pletely impenetrable defense 
against attack is still not pos- 
sible, total defense strength must 
include civil -defense prepared- 
ness. Because we have _ incon- 
trovertible evidence that Soviet 
Russia possesses atomic weapons, 
this kind of protection becomes 
sheer necessity. 


CIVIL DEFENSE POLICY 


Civil defense responsibilities 
primarily belong to the state 
and local governments—recruit- 
ing, training and organizing vol- 
unteers to meet any emergency.

year ending June 30, 1954. The 
national debt is now more than 
265 billion dollars. In addition, 
the accumulated obligational au- 
thority of the federal government 
for future payment totals over 
80 billion dollars.

Founded in 1885 


H. G. (Gay) Randall came here from his father’s farm with a 
load of wood to sell. In Atlanta, he saved his money until 
he had accumulated enough to buy a car of coal, which he 
sold and delivered himself. His ambition and alertness re- 
sulted in a growing business and his two brothers joined him - 
in its operation. They opened their first coal, wood and 
lumber yard at the corner of North Avenue and Marietta 
Street, N. W. They incorporated their business in 19138. 


Luther H. Randall, son of H. G. Randall and now presigent 
of the firm, worked in various departments of the business 
during the summers and on Saturdays from the time he en- 
tered grammar school until leaving college. His first full- 
time job on leaving college was as manager of one of the 
company's coal yards.

The heads ‘of all executive de- 
partments and agencies have 
been instructed tol initiate at 
once effective prograls of secu- 
rity with respect to their person- 
nel. The Attorney General will 
advise and guide the departments 
and agencies in the shaping of 
these programs, designed at once 
to govern the employment of new 
personnel and to review speedily 
any derogatory information con- 
cerning incumbent personnel. 


EXECUTIVE POWER OKAY 

To carry out these programs, 
I believe that the powers of the 
executive branch under existing 
law are sufficient. If they should 
prove inadequate, the necessary 
legislation will be requested. 

These programs will be both 
fair to the rights of the individual 
and effective for the safety of the 
nation. They will, with care and 
justice, apply the basic principle 
that public employment is not a 
right but a privilege. 

All these. measures have two 
clear purposes. Their -first pur- 
pose is to make certain that this 
nation’s security is not jeopard- 
ized by false servants. Their sec- 
ond purpose is to clear the at- 
mosphere of that unreasoned 
suspicion that accepts rumor and 
gosSip as substitutes for evi- 
dence. 

Our. people, of course, deserve 
and demand of their federal gov- 
ernmént more than security of 
personnel. They demand, also, 
efficient and logical organization, 
true to constitutional principles. 

I have already established a 
committee on government or- 
ganization. The committee is 
using as its point of departure 
the reports of the Hoover Com-} 
mission and subsequent studies 
by several independent agencies. 
To achieve the greater efficiency 
and economy which the commit- 
tee analyses show to be possible, 
I ask the Congress to extend 
the present Government Re- 
organization Act for a period of 
18 months or two years be- 
yond its expiration date of April 
1, 1953. 

There is more involved here 
than realigning the wheels and 
smoothing the gears of ad- 
ministrative machinery. The 
Congress rightfully expects the 
executive to take the initiative 
in discovering and removing out- 
moded functions and eliminating 
duplication.

Vitally important are the water 
and minerals, public lands and 
standing timber, forage and wild 
life of this country.

PARTNERSHIP NECESSARY 


The best natural resources pro- 
gram “for America will not re- 
sult from exclusive deperidence 
on federal bureaucracy. It will 
involve a partnership of the 
states and local communities, 
private citizens and the federal 
government, all working to- 
gether. This combined effort will 
advance the development of the 
great river valleys of our nation 
and. the power that they can gen- 
erate. Likewise, such a partner- 
ship can be effective in the ex- 
pansion throughout the nation of 
upstream storage; the sound use 
of public lands; the wise conser- 
vation of minerals; and the sus- 
tained yield of oureforests. 


There has been much criticism, 
some of it apparently justified, of 


tthe confusion resulting from over- 


lapping federal activities in this 
entire field of resource-conserva- 
tion. This matter is being ex- 
haustively . studied and appro- 
riate reorganization plans will be 
developed.

One of the difficult problems 
which face the new administra- 
tion is that of the slow, irregular 
decline of farm prices. This de- 
cliné, which has been going on 
for almost two years, has oc- 
curred at a time when most 
non-farm prices and farm costs- 
of-production are extraordinarily 
high. 

Present agricultural legisla- 
tion provides for the mandatory 
support of the prices of basic 
farm commodities at 90 per cent 
of parity. The Secretary of Agri- 
culture and his associates will, 
of course, execute the present 
act faithfully and thereby seek 
to mitigate the consequences of 
the downturn in farm income. 


PLAN FARM LEGISLATION 

This price-support legislation will 
expire at the end of 1954. 

We should begin now to con- 
sider what farm legislation we 
should develop for 1955 and be- 
yond. Our aim should be econo- 
mic stability and full parity of in- 
come for American farmers. But 
we must seek this goal in ways 
that minimize governmental in-

This tendency, if left un- 
corrected, could end only by 
preducing a -bureaucratic de- 
spotism.

LAW MUST EARN RESPECT 


In the field of labor leg- 
islation, only a law that merits 
the respect and support of both 
labor and management can help 
reduce the loss of wages and 
of production through strikes and 
stoppages, and thus add to the 
total economic strength of our 
nation. 

We have now had five years’ 
experience with the Labor Man- 
agement Act of 1947, commonly 
known as the Taft-Hartley Act. 
That experience has shown the

GOVERNMENT IMPARTIAL 


Government can do a great deal 
to aid the settlement of labor dis- 
putes without allowing itself to be 
employed as an ally of either side. 
Its proper role in industrial strife 
is to encourage the processes of 
meditation and conciliation. These 
processeg can successfully be di- 
rected only by a government free 
from the taint of any suspicion 
that it is partial or punitive, 

The administration intends to 
strengthen ,and to improve the 
services. which the Department 
of Labor can render to the worker 
and to the whole national commu- 


nity. This department was cre-|; 


ated—just 40 years ago—to serve 
the entire nation. It must aid, for 
example, employers and em- 
ployees alike in improving train- 
ing programs that will develop 
skilled and competent . workers. 
It must enjoy the confidence and 
respect of labor and industry in 
order to play a significant role in 
the planning of America’s eco- 
nomic future..To that end, I am 
authorizing the Department of La- 
bor to establish promptly a tripar- 
tite advisory committee consist- 
ing of representatives of employ- 
ers, labor and the public.

Here in the District of Colum- 
bia, serious attention should be} 
given to the proposal to develop 
and authorize, through legislation, 
a system to provide an effective 
voice in local self-government. 
While consideration of this pro- 
ceeds, I recommend an immediate 
increase of ivo in the number uf 
District Commissioners to broaden 
representation of all elements of 
our population. This will be a first 
step toward insuring that this 
capital provide an honored ex- 
ample to all communities of our 
nation. 

In this manner, and by the 
leadership of the Office of the 
President exercised through 
friendly conferences with those in 
authority in our states and cities, 
we expect to make true and rapid 
progress in civil rights and equal- 
ity of employment opportunity. 


IMMIGRATION IMPORTANT 


There is one sphere in which 
¢ivil rights are inevitably in- 
volved in federal legislation. This 
is the sphere of immigration. 


_ It is a manifest right of our 
government to limit the number 
6f immigrants our nation can ab- 
sorb. It is also a manifest right 
of our government to set reason- 
able requirements on the char- 
acter and the numbers of the 
people who come to share our 
land and our freedom. 

It is well for us, however, to 
remind ourselves occasionally of 
an equally manifest fact: We are 
one and all—immigrants or sons | 
and daughters of immigrants. | 

Existing legislation contains 
injustices. It does, in fact, dis- 
criminate. I am informed by 
members of the Congress that it 
was realized, at the time of its 
énactment, that future study of 
the basis of determining quotas 
would be necessary. 

I am therefore requesting the 
Congress to review this legis- 
lation and to enact a statute that 
will at one and the same time 
guard our legitimate national in-, 
terests and be faithful ‘to our 
basic ideas of freedom and fair- 
hess to all. | 

‘In another but related area— 
that of social rights—we see most 
clearly the new application of 
old ideas of freedom. 

This administration is  pro- 
foundly aware of two great needs 
born of our living in a complex 
industrial economy. First: the 
individual citizen must have 
sifecuards against personal 
disaster inflicted by forces be- 
yond ‘his control. Second. The. 
welfare of the people demands 
€ffective and economical per- 
formance by thd government of 
certain indispensable social] serv- 
iées. 

‘In the light of this responsi- 
bility, certain general purposes 
and certain concrete measures 
are plainly indicated now. 


SECURITY SAFEGUARDS 


‘There is urgent need for great- 
er effectiveness in our programs, 
» - both public and private, offering 
safeguards against the privations 
that too often come with unem- 
ployment, old age, illness and ac- 
cident. The provision of the Old 
Age and Survivors § Insurance 
Law should promptly be extend- 
‘ed to cover millions of citizens 
who have been left out of*'the 

Social Security system. 

No less important is the en- 
couragement of privately spon- 

sored pension plans. Most im- 
portant and all, of course, 
is renewed effort to check the 
inflation which destroys so much 
of the value of all Social Se- 
curity payments. 

‘Our school system demands 
some prompt, effective help. Dur- 
ing each of the last two years, 
more than 1% million children 
have ‘swelled the elementary 
and secondary school population 
of the country. Generally, the 
school population is proportion-| 
ately higher in states with low) 
per .capita income. This whole 
situation calls for careful con- 
gressional study and action. I 
am sure that you share my con- 
viction that the firm conditions 
of. federal aid must be proved 
néed and proved lack of local 
income. 

--One phase of the school prob- 
lem demands special action. The 
school population of many dis- 
tricts has been greatly increased 
by the swift growth of defense 
activities. These activities have 
added little or nothing to the tax 
resources of the communities af- 
icted. Legislation aiding con- 
Struction of schools in these 
cts expires on June 30. This 

law should be renewed; and, like- 
wise, the partial payments for 
current operating expenses for 
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hand of Russian possession of 
atomic weapons and therefore 
civil defense preparedness is a 
“sheer necessity.” 

DOMESTIC PROGRAM 

The first order of domestic 
business should be to balance the 
budget, after which a reduction 
in taxation would be in order. 

Wage-price controls should not 
be extended after April 30; rent 
controls should be continued after 
the June 30 deadline only in de- 
fense areas, and materials con- 
trols should be continued after 
June 30 for critica] defense items. 

All of these proposals and sev- 
eral more were offered by the 
President as “‘a sure and sub- 
stantial start’’ for his adminis- 
tration. He explained that later 
he would deliver detailed special 
messages dealing with specific 
problems. 

He received a prolonged ova- 
tion as he entered the chamber. 
He spoke in a clear and vigorous 
style, reading from a. typescript 
in a loose-leaf binder. Many of 
the lines had been underscored 
for emphasis. 

Most members of the diplo- 
matic corps were present and lis- 
tened attentively as President Ei- 
senhower outlined a foreign pol- 
icy that made no concessions to 
isolationists, yet stressed that the 
Allies not only must displav 
moral fiber but also must match 
U. S. contributions of military 
and economic aid according to 
their capabilities. 


LIMIT TO PARLEYS 


The decision on the Far Fast, 
obviously designed to show Mos- 
cow and Red China that the new 
administration would not palaver 
forever at the council table at 
Panmunjom or elsewhere, was 
expressed by the President thus:

CONSUMER PROTECTION 

Public interest similarly de- 
mands one prompt specific ac- 
tion in protection of the general 
consumer. The Food and Drug 
Administration should be author- 
ized to continue its established 
and necessary program of factory 
inspections. The invalidation of 
these inspections by the Supreme 
Court of Rec. 8, 1952, was based 
solely on the fact that the present 
law~ contained inconsistent and 
unclear provisions. These .must 
be promptly corrected. 

I am well aware that beyond 
these few immediate measures 
there remains much to be done. 
The health and housing needs of 
our people call for intelligently 
planned programs. Involved, too, 
are the intricate matters of 
achieving proper federal, state, 
and local relationships; assuring 
the solvency of the whole security 
system; and guarding against its 
exploitation by the irresponsible. 

To bring clear purpose and or- 
derly procedure into this field, I 
anticipate a thorough study of 
the proper relationship among 
federal, state and local pro- 
grams. I shall shortly send you 
specific recommendations for 
establishing an appropriate com- 
mission, together with a reorgan- 
ization plan defining new admin- 
istrative status for all federal ac- 
tivities in health, education and 
social security.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2—President Eisenhower ap- 
peared to please nearly all the political center in Congress 
today by the civil rights, loyalty and immigration policies 
laid down in his State of the Union message. 


The left wing at some points 
and the right wing at other points 
were made far from happy, for 
varying reasons.

NO LEGISLATION ASKED. 


As to civil rights, the center 
and right wings felt profound sat- 
isfaction that the President. had 
not asked for action toward fed- 
eral legislation. 


Those forming the heart of the 
opposition to such legislation, the 
Southern Senate bloc, expressed 
chagrin that Mr. Eisenhower had 
gone so far as to promise to ‘‘use 
whatever authority exists in the 
office of the President’’ to end 
racial segregation in the District 
of Columbia, the federal bureau- 


cratic offices and the armed 
forces. 


Southerners suggested, how- 


ever, that the President actually} 


could not accomplish the elimi- 
nation of segregation in Washing- 


ton short of new legislation, 


which they would be prepared to 
resist. As to the federal offices 
and the armed forces, they as- 
serted that there was little pres- 
ent segrégation anyhow. 

The declared liberals, on the 
other hand, were Visibly discour- 
aged that the President had not 
come out for national civil rights 
legislation. They took such com- 
fort as they could in the fact that 
he had opposed segregation in 
principle, and they suggested that 
perhaps if it could be eliminated 
here in Washington there would 
be a better chance nationally.

Return to Free Enterprise Economy me Charted by Ike —

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2 — The 
fullest possible return to a ‘‘free 
enterprise’ economy in which 
monetary and fiscal policy would 
function as ‘‘automatic’’ regula- 
tors of economic activity and 
growth was set forth by President 
Eisenhower today as a goal of: 
his administration. 

His message on the state of 
the union dwelt at length on the 
need to maintain the natign’s 


growing health and strength. It 
charted policies in the fields of 
taxes, credit, debt and spending 
that in the past 20 years have 
been honored more in the breach 
than in observance. Between the 
lines was a message that from 
now on it would be. fashionable 
to be thrifty. 

There were more than a few 
blank spaces left in the discus- 
sion of fiscal and monetary policy

that the President said would 
have to be filled in later. He 
renewed his pledge eventually to 
reduce. taxes but made it clear 
that the battle against inflation 
came first and that a balanced 
| budget was the first requisite to 


preventing further depreciation 
of the value of the dollar. 

It was the spirit of the Presi- 
‘dent’s credo that the market 
'place was the best device so far 
‘contrived for establishment of 
prices and that once the federal 
government had fixed the limits 
within which such forces . could 
operate, supply and demand 
should be allowed to determine 
results. 

These limits were the function 
of the Federal Reserve System 
as it operates to expand or re- 
strict the money supply by mak- 
ing credit easy or hard to get and 
by the Treasury in its manage- 
ment of the public debt. But 
there was a clear indication in 
the message that these compli- 


mentary functions would not oper- | 
ate as Woodrow Wilson intended 
they should. 

Thus, the Treasury’s responsi- 
bility for management of the debt | 
would be discharged in conform- 
ity with the general credit policy 
of the Federal Reserve System as 


it raised or lowered reserve re- 
quirements or member banks and 
otherwise made it easy or diffi- 
cult for banks generally to extend 
credit and create new money. 
Meanwhile, the ‘‘easy-money”’ 
bias of the Treasury in other ad- 
ministrations had become a thing 
of the past. This much was clear 
from the President’s statement 
that too much of the national debt 
comes due in too short a time. 
This concentration of national 
debt in short-term obligations 
would be corrected by a program 
of refinancing over longer periods 
and placing part of such obliga- 
tions in the hands of long-term in- 
vestors. In this way,. a’ substan- 


tial source of inflation—bank 


holdings of short-term federal se- 


-curities against which they may 
‘lend at a ratio of 6 to 1—would 
‘be remaved. 


President Eisenhower was si- 
lent on the substantially increased 


cost of debt service that must re-. 
sult from stretching out the exist-| 


ing schedule of short-term ma- 
turities. However, those who 
will have to carry out this re- 
financing program had plenty of 
answers for that one. 

For one thing the amount of 
increase in carrying charges re- 
sulting from such refinancing 
would be only ‘‘a drop in the 
bucket’’ compared to the higher 
cost of everything people have to 
buy that resulted from the 
‘‘cheap-money”’ era of ‘‘pegged’’ 
government security markets.

Czechoslovakia’s Communist boss- 
es have reorganized the Soviet sat- 
ellite’s government and set up a 
Russian-type presidium to “direct 
and control’’ the Czech ministries, 
Prague radio said tonight. 


The new presidium includes Pre 
mer Antonin Zapotocky and h's 
deputy premiers. The number cf 
deputies was boosted from four to 
nine, however. 

In addition, two ministries were 
split into four separate depart- 
ments and two new ministries and 
two state committees were found- 
ed. Also created were three inde- 
pendent government agencies 
which will control printing, pub- 
lishing and the cinema. 

The shakeup followed repeated 
admissions by Czech leaders that 
‘there was a state of “discontent 
and rebellion’’ in the country. Only 
yesterday the government pub- 
lished its 1953 production report 
‘which showed over-all industrial 
production lagging behind the 
goals set by the government.
